COAL IN THE 
CORNFIELDS

I believe that it is safe to say that few Americans would list Iowa as a coal-producing 
state in a poll. The statement that Iowa - famous for its agricultural products - was 
ranked first among states west of the Mississippi River in commercial coal production 
until surpassed by Colorado in 1900 would be surprising to all but the very 
knowledgeable in American coal mining history. Even the average Iowan may be 
unaware of the large deposits of coal in the state. And, it is no wonder! Iowa’s soil is 
95% arable & is said to contain one-fourth of all the grade A soil in the United States. 
The terrain of Iowa is typified by gently rolling hills & plains. Though Iowa is not flat, 
no one will accuse it of being mountainous. For it is a fact that the highest point in the 
state is ‘‘lost’’ in some field in the far north. (Or as one wit put it, ‘‘It is probable that 
the highest point in Iowa is in Minnesota!’’) There is a man who has ascended the 
highest peaks in every state of the Union. In Iowa it was a mere stroll in a hayfield. 
(The state's high point is 1675 feet.) Such a terrain does not bring to the mind coal 
mining! 

However, Iowa lies in the western interior coal basin, which extends southward to 
eastern Oklahoma. The western basin coal is essentially no different that the coal of the 
eastern basin which includes almost the entire state of Illinois. In geological ages past 
the area between the two basins was thrust up so that the coal beds were eroded away. 
Coal was discovered in Iowa in 1835 & the first coal mine was opened in 1840. By 1886 
there were 508 coal mines in the state. The majority of these were in the south central 
counties of the state, especially in the counties along the Des Moines River. Needless to 
say, most Iowa mines were strip mines. 

Typical amongst the coal-producing counties of Iowa is Wapello County. Coal 
mining had its start in this county as early as 1857. ‘‘The coal in the county lies at no 
great depth below the surface. There is no mine that is over 130 feet deep & most of 
them are less than 100 feet. In many places the seams outcrop along the sides of the 
valleys.’’ (1) In 1867 some of the mines in the county were: C. Dudley & Co. (near 
Dudley), Henry Schock & Co. (Happy Hollow), Brown & Godfrey Union Mine (near 
Kab), & Alpine Coal Co. (near Clifford). In 1877: Union Coal Co. & Postlewait mine. 
Thickness of coal beds vary greatly. The large majority being worked were four to five 
feet thick. ‘‘In nearly one-half of the mines steam power is used for hoisting the coal & 
in most of the remainder horse gin is employed. The room & pillar system of mining is 
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the only one employed in the county, & the coal is shot from the solid without any 
undercutting. The Eldon Coal & Mining Co. for several years tried the Jeffery mining 
machine, but its use was finally discontinued on account of the stony concretions in the 
coal, which injured the machine & caused much trouble. The coal is now mined entirely 
by hand.”’ (2) 

Coal played such an important part in the economy of Wapello County & its county 
seat of Ottumwa that in 1890 the Ottumwa businessmen secured subscriptions of over 
$20,000 to build a Coal Palace. This building was not build of coal, but coal was used 
“in a judicious & artistic manner’ so that the coal seemed to be the predominating 
feature. It was used for exhibition of various agricultural & mechanical products & 
housed a museum for coal mining tools & other paraphenalia, & had a replica of a coal 
mine in the basement. Certainly coal mining played a part in bringing to Iowa a 
segment of the world population for the purpose of mining the coal. Undoubtedly 
many a migrant left the coal fields of Appalachia to take up his skills in lowa, & many 
an immigrant sought to continue their trade learned in the old country in the fields of 
Iowa. John L. Lewis, for example, was the descendent of several generations of Welsh 
coal miners, one of which immigrated to the Iowa fields. Lewis, born in Lucas, lowa, 
began his career as an Iowa coal miner. Harold Carter, present supervisor of the Big 
Ben Coal Mine near Williamson (a stone’s throw from Lucas) is a migrant from the 
fields of western Kentucky. 

One wonders if Lewis saw all of the abuses of the coal mining society during his 
period as a minor in lowa. We do know that the coal mines of lowa owned & operated 
“‘company stores’’ & some of them made use of metal tokens & paper scrip. But it is 
not known if the tokens were issued to miners as a portion of their wagers, as it is said 
was the practice in the East, nor is it known to the author of this article if various other 
mining company abuses were as prevalent in the Iowa fields as in the East. Lewis 
travelled the country for twelve years before meeting Samuel Gompers who gave him 
the position as legislative agent for the United Mine Workers of America in 1909. 

Coal mining in lowa is today a mere shadow of its former self. Today there are only 
nine mines in operation, of which only two are shaft mines. These produce less than a 
million tons per year. lowa mining fell off drastically after World War II due to the 
easy availability of natural gas. Also due to the fact that lowa coal is expensive to 
mine. The sulphur content is too high, & requires washing. On the otherhand, the State 
requires strip miners to return the surface to an acceptable condition after the coal has 
been extracted. Southern Iowa has many pockets of desolate wastes as a result of past 
strip mining. Despite these drawbacks there are many schemes afoot today to renew the 
effort to get at this coal. 

Coal scrip collectors are well familiary with the two major books on coal tokens, 
Walter Caldwell’s Coal Company Scrip (1969) & Gordon Dodrills 20,000 Coal 
Company Stores in the United States, (1971). The former contains no Iowa tokens. The 
later, which is a directory of coal company stores in the period of the early twentieth 
century, lists many Iowa coal companies & their stores, but only six are starred, in- 
dicating that tokens for these stores are known. We may add to this list by 
crosschecking Lewis K. Ferguson’s Trade Tokens of Iowa (1972). Appended is a listing 
of Iowa stores listed in Dodrill which do not bear the name of the coal company that 
owns them (that is, the Coal-Field Fuel Company Store or the Hawkeye Coal Store - 
names which contain the specific words pertaining to coal - are not listed here.) Stores 
which are known to have issued tokens, & which are cataloged by Ferguson, are un- 
derlined. In two cases, Fowler & Wilson Coal Co. & W.D. Johnson & Co. of Boone, 
Dodrill has given them an asterisk, but tokens for these companies are not known to 
Ferguson. This list is necessarily incomplete. As previously mentioned, the Dodrill 
directory is good only for the period of ca. 1900-30, which is not the peak period in 
lowa coal mining (1886). Perhaps more of the stores which issued Iowa tokens listed by 
Ferguson were owned by coal mining companies. And no account is taken here of 
paper scrip. A catalog of the lowa tokens & scrip is appended to the end of this paper.

P. Kenna operated a saloon in Dedham. It was the first saloon to open in the town. 
Mr. Kenna hand but one hand & the other was in a jar of preserative on the back bar. 
Imagine some drung staggering in for a drink & being served by a one handed bar- 
tender & seeing the other had in a jar on the backbar.

Mr. Finken of Earling operated a general store & had the customary line of tokens to 


pay for merchamdise. When the time came to discontinue the use of tokens, they were 
redeemed & poured into the privy pit. Thus buried.

Another Finken store also in Earling used tokens & in the end the tokens were buried 
by being placed inder the corner post of a new fence around Finken’s yard. 
x * 
W.E. Rowe & co. used tokens in connection with thier store cooperating with the 
coal mines of Lucas. When the use of tokens was discuntinued the Rowe & Baker boys 


took the tokens to Des Mounes & cast them into the Des Moines river, from the north 
river bridge. Does anyone know which is the north river bridge?

Gantz and kellogg operated several stores for the coal mining companies around 
Lucas, Bidwell, Georgetown, Avery, & Bussey. When the time came to desstroy the 
recalled tokens, the tokens were placed in a sac & thrown into the city reservoir. 
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The Minburn Co-operative store of Minburn used tokens & to keep the recalled 
tokens out of the hands of persons who might try to redeem them after the correct date, 
they were put in a hole under the new drive for a service station & covered with con- 
crete.

Jim & Jake were the propieters of the DuMont Mercantile Co. of DuMont, Iowa. 
Shortly before the lone survivor of the two passed away, an old customer came into the 
store & asked the owner for one of his $5 tokens as a keepsake. He got the token. 
Shortly after that the owner of the store went on an errand & the customer entered the 
store & demanded that the clerk redeem the token in merchandise. This angered the 
merchant & he refused to let any more tokens out. All of the owners of the store are 
long since dead but the tokens are still locked up in a lawyers safe. 

* * 

Mrs. Peterson, the last survivor of the DuMont Mercantile co. of Dumont operated 
the store for many years after the original partners died. Mrs. Peterson was nearly deaf 
so she had a helper. The helper was almost blind but they ran the store for a long time. 

The Star dairy of Lansing used tokens. Rather that buy them from a supply house, 
the owner of the dairy had them cast in aluminum by a foundary in a near by town. 
The the milk tokens are not scarce but they are the only known cast tokens used in 
Iowa.

Alfred Stinn of Panama, Iowa used tokens. I stopped by one day & asked if the store 
had used token. Mr. Stinn reached under a near by safe & hauled out several boxes of 
tokens. Most of them were in new condition thus it is assumed they were not used to 
widely by the local people. These tokens were stamped on a red fiber material & are the 
only set of such mercantile store tokens to be made of this material. Other businesses 
of lowa had a few token of fiber but none with a complete issue of 5¢ thru $1. 


Mistakes by die cutters on token are not at all scarce. Some of the tokens of J.A. 
ASCHTGEN of Cascade were stamped with the abreviated town name which should 
have benn CAS. The tokens came out GAS, Ia. 

One Issue of the tokens of Mueller’s Holstein dairy of Guttenberg were stamped 
Buttenberg. A die sinkers error.
